DUCKS AND GEESE 


QUIT WINTER HOME 


The Warm and Balmy Spring Weather 


Is Sending Them North in 


Freat Numbers. 


Hemnrkahlo reports come In from 


teveral parts of Wisconsin to .lanes- 
ville sportsmen that ducks and geese 
of the wild and sporty kind are al- 
ready coming north In great numbers 
Irora tholr winter quarters and are 
populating the haunts which usually 
are not occupied until much later In 
the season. 


The warm and balmy spring weath- 


er which has been presented by the 
•weather man almost without Inter- 
ruption for some time has a telling 
effect on the sportsman, and partic- 
ularlv on those creatures which are 
rought with 'the gun. and 
many 


huntsmen of long standing In the 
annals of tho great sport of shoot 
Ing wild fowl do not recall seeing 
ducks and geese In this section 
of 


the country at so early a season In 
Mich large numbers. 


Ducks are represented In no small 


numbers. It appeal from reports. 
They are flying well, looking for open 
•water and succeed In finding It, too. 
In most places they usunllv frequent. 


However, very few of the Inland 


•<vnter bodies are entirely free from 
ice. nnd many are almost entirely 
covered with a crust, which is weak 
f.ut certainly sufficient to keep away 
ducks. 


At any rate it is the first time for 


three or four years that ducks have 
been st-en as early as this in such 
great number. 
Usually it has been 


the last of March before any large 
;iumber of them have come back 
from the Southern and more balmy 
climate. 


An interesting fact Is also given as 


authentic by a number of , inland 
rportsmen. which is that geese hard- 
ly left this part of the country this 
winter. 
Except during the extreme 


cold snaps, of which there were com- 
raratlvely few. the wild geese re- 
mained In the neighborhood. 


It appears that both ignorance of 


the law nnd willful attempts at break 
Ing the game and fish codes are cans 
Ing game wardens considerable trou- 
ble and work. 
Bass, pike and musk- 


ollunge are closed against the snares 
of the fisherman since the first of 
this month, but nevertheless consid 
erablc quantities are taken.

The lining Is ilrst cut and sewed up, 


nil except the back Beam. Around the 
bottom n row of live cord featherbone 
tape Is sewed In with the hemmed edge 
three times uround to insure It from 
twisting. The skirt may be cut HO that 
It unite reaches the floor or the lining 
nnd material may be ended where the 
llrst Uuunce begins. For light goods 
the latter produces the best effects. 
The flounces are then set ut the edge, 
each flounce being deeper than the 
other, the bottom one naturally being 
the widest. 
When the skirt Is cut and sewed at 


the bottom.* the upper portion should 
be lltted to the hips by means of darts. 
The placket at the back or the left side 
Is to be finished. 


If the Hklrt is cut off at the edge of 


the upper flounce. It should, measure 
two ami a half yards itKiuiul the bot- 
tom for n medium'tilzed figure. .The 
flounces add the necessary fullness at 
the bottom. 


If It is desired that the bottom of the 


skirt be very fluffy, a shaped piece 
of the material without lining can be 
put at tue edge of the skirt Itself. This 
should have at the lower edge a couple 
of rows of fentherbone piping cord. 
This shaped piece takes the place of a 
dust rullle nnd should be ten Inches 
deep. 
The other flounces lie lightly 


over It nnd are held out In the approv- 
ed fashion. 


To make these two or more flounces 


the dressmaker should refer to the 
diagram. The pieces marked 1. 1! and 
3 are portions of the upper one. The 
number a I« to be cut on the fold of the 
goods where it Is marked 0. and that 
piece Is cut double for the front, being 
twelve inches wide. The piece marked 
U Is the same width and double, anil 
one piece Is to be sewed to the doubled 
piece where the two crosses are. The 
third one Is but half ns long, but In 
slanted wider, for the back, and Is cut 
like nil of them, to the selvage, ami 
Is to be sewed where the three crosses 
are. This brings the flounce twelve 
Inches wide and live yards around. It
